Gray Horses Disappearing. 

There used to be a good deal of talk 
about the simultaneous appearance of 
the red-headed girl and the _ white 
horse, but I have noted the simulta- 
neous disappearance of the gray race 
horse and the black jockey. One is 
about as scarce as the other these 
days. Yet up to 3% years ago there 
were more negro riders of note than 
white ones, and two gray racers to one 
fn these times. At the end of the war 
gray horses were very plentiful around 
Bt. Louis, but since that time breeders 
have gradually quit using gray stallions 
or mares at the stud until now there are 
60 bays, brown, blacks or chestnuts to 
one gray on the racetrack. The great 
negro riders are not in evidence any 
more, either. There are no Isaac Mur- 
phys, Hamiltons, Claytons, Stovals, 
Lewises, Perkinses, Overtons or 
Barneses nowadays.

Loser’s End of Purse Will Be 
Greatest Winning of His 
Ring Career. 


HE Gans-Kid Herman bout, which 
is scheduled for Tonopah on New 
Yeuar’s day, is now the only big 

boxing event in sight. It seems hard 
to realize from this distance just how 
easy a mark the boxing promoter must 
be who would seriously think of bringing 
two such men in the ring altogether. It 
fs a common saying of the followers of 
boxing that it is impossible to dope out 
fighters. But past performances are as 
good a thing to go by in trying to size 
up the abilities of two fighters as they 
are to get a line on the chance of a 
horse in a race, even though they do not 
always prove reliable. In fact, there fs 
nothing else for the fight follower to 
judge by. Under this plan, therefore, 
there is certainly nothing in the record 
of Kid Herman to entitle him to be con- 
sidered a fair opponent for a boxer of 
the skill and experience of Joe Gans. 
Herman was fighting around Philadel- 
phia a short time ago and his perform- 
ances were very ordinary. He could 
not whip a first-class man, and he did 
not show any evidence of a good know!l- 
edge of the manly art. He has as a 
companion and mentor Adam Ryan, who 
had done some fair work in the West, 
but who never showed championship 
form, and Ryan was as good as Her- 
man any time, if not better, and no 
one in the boxing business in this part 
of the world would ever seriously think 
of matching Ryan with Joe Gans. Since 
he left the East Herman has done noth- 
ing to startle the pugilistic world, and it 
is, therefore, safe to consider that he 
is just about the same sort of a boxer 
as he w&s when he was boxing the six- 
round bouts. which are the rule with

the Quaker clubs. Even giving Herman 
credit for being all that his friends and | 
backers in the West claim for him, he 
is at a great physical disadvantage when 
compared with the lightweight cham- 
pion. Herman is four and a quarter 
inches shorter than Gans. and he is also 
handicapped by the colored man having 
a much longer reach. With everything 
else eoual, these disadvantages would 
make Gans a great favorite with fol- 
lowers of boxing. 


Herman Not Clever. 


It would take a wide stretch of the 
truth to call Herman a clever boxer. 
He is far ffom being that. He depends 
almost altogether on swinging his right 
hand to bring down an opponent, and 
this method is hardly likely to be suc- 
cessful with so finished a boxer as his 
next opponent. When he makes his 
favorite swing Herman starts the blow 


sO far back and brings it around so 
wide that a novice almost could avoid 
its delivery by either stepping toward 
him or side stepping the punch. When 
he is making this wild swing Herman 
leaves himself open to almost any kind 
of a return that a good er might 
choose to retaliate with, an@® when he 
tries them on Gans he will find that 
Joe has a whole bunch of raps coe 
waiting for the little Chicago ad, 
Herman has little use of his left hand, 
and in that respect he differs greatly 
from Battling Nelson, who, although by 
no means a good boxer, could usé both 
hands effectively, and keep walloping 
away at whoever is in front of him. 
Herman Jacks the viciousness and aggre- 
siveness of the Dane, and is a rather 
mild-mannered young fellow. From this 
distance it looks as if Herman was 2 
very lucky youngster to get a chance 
to lose a split up. The men are to fight 
or §20,000, and of this the looser is to 
get. $8000. The loser’s end, which is 
what is most likely to fall to Herman, 
will be more than he has earned in all 
his boxing career, and more than he 
has ever in his wildest dreams imagined 
he would get in a boxing bout. ‘The 
Western sporting men seem to be al- 
most wild about boxing just at present, 
and the prosperity of that part of the 
country is shown in the extravagant 
Offers which are being made for 
matches, and it seems a pity that 
promoters who are so liberal with their 
money should not get more of a return 
for their patrons than can be gotten out 
of a match between men of the caliber 
ene ~~ > yuan For unless all 
ndications shou prove erroneous, the 
affair will be a farce. 


Gamblers Killed Sport, 


If boxing could be cut loose from the 
gambling fraternity in some of the 
places where the latter absolutely con- 
trol the sport it would be a good thing 
for all concerned. The sure-thing gam- 


bler—that is, the man who wants to 
win the other fellow’'s money without 
any chance of losing his own—is more 
of a thief than he is a gambler, and has 
been the means of Killing boxing in 
more places than one in this country. 
This was the case in New York, where 
boxing paid better than it did in any 
other place in the world. It was the 
same case in Chicago, and if boxing 
mets its death in California it will be 
through the efforts of the gamblers to 
use the sport for their illegal purposes, 
for it is notorious that for a long time 
the game has been entirely in the hands 
of the poolroom men of that State. The 
latest place to feel the effect of the 
oe ambiers on boxing was at 
he ene. his is a small town 
Outside of Boston, where boxing has 
been carried on for a long time, al- 
though prontbited in the city itself. 
Cheisea has its own government, and a 
certain clique there, under the guise of

The Cornell Glee, Banjo and Mando- 
lin clubs, which are now on their annual 
holiday tour, will apear in St. Louis, at 
the Odeon, on New Year’s night. Rob- 
ert P. Turner, son of Mrs, John W. 
Turner, a St. Louisan, is assistant man- 
ager of the clubs and would have made 
the holiday trip with them, but is un- 
able to do so, owing to the severe nerv- 
ous and physical shock sustained at the 
time of the recent disastrous fire at the 
Chi Psi Fraternity House at Ithaca. 
With the clubs this year is Lockwood 
Hill, son of Mr. Walker Hill of this city. 

In all the annals of college affairs, 
athletic and social, it seldom happens 
that the same students are found par- 
ticipating in the musical and athletic 
departments of the college pastimes. 
Yet. there is a decided contradiction to 
this established order in the Cornell 
personnel of the glee club. A perusal 
of the list of players, who made up the 
only team which scored a touchdown 
on Princeton this season, and a com- 
parison made between {t and the list 
of those who make up the musical rep- 
resentation of Cornell, Will show that 
the same collegians are identified with 
both. 

Several faces which are to be found 
in the Cornell football team picture on 
this page will appear on the stage at 
the Odeon New Year's night and this 
close association of Cornell's chief rep- 
resentatives in the athletic and musical] 
world lends an added charm to the 
clubs, which will entertain the St. Louis 
public with rollicking college songs and 
instrumental selections. 

Cornell pre-eminently stands for ab- 
solute cleanliness in all branches of 
athletics. This has been demonstrated 
again and again, and all Cornelians 
point with pride to the record of the 
football team this last fall. During 
the entire season the Cornell team was 
the only one of the “Big Six” which 
did not have a player ordered off the 
field by au orficial. In the hard-fought 
struggles with Princeton and Pennsy!- 
vania the “Big Red Team” was not 
penalized a single yard. The Cornelians 
scored a greater number of points 
against her opponents than any of their 
Eastern rivals rolled up against her. 

In three other branches of inter-col- 
legiate sport, Cornell is the Aacknowl- 
edged champion. On the water her 
crews have ever been supreme. Her 
track team has held the inter-collegi- 
ate championship for two years past.

Champicnship Golf Titles 
Are All Well Divided 


More golf tournaments entailing cham- 
pionship titles were held during the last 
season than ever before.

Bunn, the Lawrenceville schoolboy, was 
runner-up in the Central Illinois cham- 
pionship, as well as in the interschol- 
astic tournament at Garden City. The 
latter event, it will be remembered, was 
won by Fred Herreshoff. ‘ 

The open championships in the West 
were especially interesting, because of 
bringing into prominence Ww. c. Sher- 
wood, ‘a homebred professional. rhe 
latter’s. best work was accomplished in 
the tournament held under the auspices 
of the Western Professional Golfers ASs- 
sociation, which he won, defeating Fred 
McLeod in the final round. This tourna- 
ment was an all-match play affair, and 
the American also had the satistaction 
of defeating Lawrence Auchterlonie, a 
former national title holder, in an earli- 
er round. Sherwood was also runner-up 
to James Maiden in the Ohio open 
championship.

Rose Cheri, who, “after being the 
straightest girl in the world, was a pat- 
tern of wives and mothers, and 
mained a great actress’’ after her mar- 
riage with a theate? manager, Mon- 
Signy. 

M. Sardou omits to point out that in 
those days an actress might marry a 
man connected with the stage, but never 
anyone else, whereas the great change 
of today is that some Frenchmen in so- 
ciety, who have nothing to do with the 
theater, have wives who acted, still act, 
ang mean to go on acting. M. Sardou 
does not forget to say that the actor’s 
life in these days has been “rehabili- 
tated’ in public opinion, and has become 
“hbourgeois,’’ but perhaps is not glad of 
the change. “For my own part, I con- 
sider that actresses would do 
remain independent.” Nevertheless, ‘‘l 
don't see why they should not get mar- 
ried if they want to, and then—especially 
considering present facilities for dl- 
vorce.”’ 

Up to Actress, Says Bernhardt. 

Madame Sarah Bernhardt lays it 
down with excellent good sense that 
“every girl, whether actress or prin- 
cess, poor or a millionaire, must lead 
her life according to her tastes, her 
instincts. and her ideal of happiness.’ 
If her ideal is marriage, let her mar- 
ry, actress or no actress. 
taken unto herself a guide, she must 
follow him, even though he lead her 
away from her career. A perfect union 
is as rare among actresses as among 
bourgeois, princes, millionaires, or 
Royalties. 

M. Paul Hervieu observes that Ade- 
laide Ristori was married, whereas 
Rachel was not, and that the world 
has not yet made up its mind which 
was the greater, and concludes ingen- 
fously that marriage has no effect on 
acting, one Way or the other. 

M. Alfred Capus. on the contrary.

This law was passed by the Missouri 
General Assembly in 1897. The bi.l was 
lirst introduced by George T. Collins, 
representative from Scotland County, in 
1891. It was sidetracked time and again, 
but Collins was persistent, and, finally, 
in 1897, he got it through the House and 
Senate, and it became a law. At first 
the idea was looked upon by iegislators 
as fantastic. Then it was opposed be- 
cause it was thought that circuit judges 
would not use rightly the treimenacus 
power it gave them. Too many cri:siinats 
would escande because of touching, 
leas. Judge Shelton, who tas since | 
ecome noted throughout the State for 
his liberal use of the parole law, was 
ut first antagonistic.

he was the central figure in one of the 
most bloody feuds Known in Arkansas. 
The reputation he gained in connection 
With this feud was at least a strong 
factor in his campaign. This official] is 
Guy 3B, Tucker, State Commissioner ot 
Mines, Manufactures and Agriculture. 
Just why the feud hero, in looking for 
a political berth, selected the peaceful 
office of Commissioner of Agriculture, is 
not clear. 

Since going into office a menth ago, 
however, the straight-shooting Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture has surprised his 
friends and silenced his critics by the 
manner in which he has conducted of- 
ficial affairs. He spent two months vis- 
‘iting fairs, conferring with agricultural 
commissioners of other states and thor- 
oughly familiarized himself with his 
work, with a view to making himself 
as useful to the farming interests of 
the State as possible. 

Mr. Tucker, who is now devoting him- 
self so assiduously to the interests of 
the farmers, has not only killed his 
man, but he participated in a fight in 
which three others were killed. He has 
twice been near death from bullet 
wounds. In the chief battle he was 
shot six times, and later a shot fired 
from ambush less than a year ago, car- 
ried away his left arm. 

Fighting Fame Brought Votes, 

The notoriety which attached to these 
exploits of Tucker made him known 
throughout the State. Tucker, as he 
readily admits, probably owes many 
votes to this notoriety, but the fact that 
he was a Jeff Davis man—an important 
issue in Arkansas—also aided him ma- 
terlally in hig canvass. Tucker was a 
personal friend of Gov. Davis, as well 
as of a number of other State officials, 
whom he had met during his visits to 
Little Rock.

Dearing also had strong friends, among 
whom were’ Tucker and Frank Newton, 
a merchant, Both factions went armed 
and the feeling became more bitter each 
day’. 
The dispute culminated in the bloody 
street battle In which three of the par- 
ticipants lost their lives. The immedi- 
ate cause of the fight was an order giv- 
en by Tucker, as City Marshal, in re- 
gard to a building which the Parnells 
were. erecting. Tucker met Tom and 
Walter Parnell as he was leaving the 
Courthouse and an altercation arose over 
the order. They talked but a minute 
when hevolvers were drawn. 

Dearing ard Newton were near by 
and went to Tucker's aid. At least 
forty shots were fired, the men stand- 
ing so close to each other that their 
clothing was burned by the powder. 
When the smoke had cleared away, 
Walter Parnell and Dearing were found 
lying across each other, their bodies 
showing many wounds. A few feet 
away was the body of Tom Parnell. 
Tucker was unconscious from his six 
wounds. Newton alone escaped unin- 
jured.

Will and Matt Parnell arrived during 
the affray and one of them was slightly 
wounded.

Demanding Fee for Delivery, and Can Claim Package 
Without Charges at Office of Express Company 
by Which It Was Sent. : 


ITH the heavy increase in express business due to the holiday season 
and the exchange of presents among thousands of Americans there 
have come many complaints about the charges which the several ex- 

| press companies make for the delivery of shipments in certain parts of St. 

Louis. It is pointed out that, in addition to the cost of forwarding a trunk or 

package from the place of shipment to St. Louis, there is an item varying from 

25 cents to $1 for sending it to the consignee’s home. 


In many instances the total of the 


charges by the two express companies 
handling the shipment exceeds its orlgi- 
nal market value. 


While consignees in St. Louis have to | 


pay these excessive tolls for presents 
they recelve from their friends 
those to whom packages are 
most other large cities have to 
such burdens.

CHICAGY, 
bach, Russian Consui, today received a 
felegram from Phoenix, Ariz., verifying 
the report that Nicolai de Raylan, wo 
for 13 years posed as a man while act- 
ing as secretary to 
woman, The message came from Dr. 
William C. Rowe, De Raylan’s physi- 
Clan, and atated that a certified copy of 
the Coroner's inquest would be for- 
warded. 

It was discovered yesterday that De 
Raylan was employed by the Russian 
Government to watch the Consul’s of- 
fice and keep the Czar’s emissaries !n- 
formed as to the activities of the Jew- 
ish revolutionary bund in Chicago. 

Isaac Lipschitz, one of the heads of 
the Jewish Bund, and a noted ‘‘under- 
eround worker” {n Ruesia, recognized a 
photograph of D> Raylan and declared 
the dead secretary, dressed then as 4 
woman, joined the bund in January, 
1%. He sald also that ‘‘she’’ had been 
made one of the rece!vers of the fa- 
mous “dynamite fund,’ and that as 
“Mile. Racknowttz"’ she had been: in- 
trusted with $273, the rece!pts of a rev- 
olutionary meeting in 1995. For some 
reason this fund never reached the 
Russian confreres of the local revolu- 
tioneries, but no suspicion attached to 
“Mle, Rackowltz."’ as portions of the 
“dynamite fund” frequently went astray 
in transit. 

De Raylan also had been suspected 

y Prince Engalitehe?. Russian Vice- 
Consul in Chicago, according to friends 
Oo? the Prince. ’ 

Baron Schlinnenbach said that his 
former private secretarv nad even lied 
in his will, in which the Russian Con- 
sul himself {is remembered. The Baron 
asserts that De Raylan'asa reference to 
hig son in his last testament fs a le. 
He declared that the boy spokén of is 
the child of De Ravylan’s second wife. 
This woman has steadfastly refused to 
give the name of her first husband. 

Mise “Lillfan Sweeney, for five vears a 
stenographer to De Raylan. said today 
that no one knew who was the first hus- 
bend of the “widow.” 

The will contains eleven provisions 
and the last one relates to the Russian 
Consul as follows: 

“‘All money found in the safe of Baron 
Schlippenbach, belonging to me at the 
time of my death, the same being in 
several envelopes and boxes, I give and 
bequeath one-half of the whole to Baron 
Schlippenbach for his own pérsonal use. 
and the other half of the same I give 
and bequeath to my beloved wife for 
her own use.”’ 

The Baron said today @hat De Raylan 
nad moved all of his effects from the 
safe. 

De Raylan was twice married, and the 
evidence indicates that three women 
called him husband. The present Mrs. 
De Raylan was Annie Davison, a New 
York chorus girl. She was a widow 
with a son 7 vears old when they were 
married in 1 

Widow's Statement. 


“Mr. De Reylan was not a woman, 
but a good, kind man,” said she. “I 
think I ought to know as much as the 


doctors about it, and I say that he was 
a man.”’ 

“IT met him while I wags itn the 
chorus at the Herald Square Theater, 
and later, when I was out of work, 
he proposed marriage, and we came to 
Chicago,” said the widow. “He told 
me that he was born in a suburb of 
St. Petersburg and that his father was 
an @edmiral in the Czar’s navy. 

“He had a splendid education. He 
could speak French, Polish, German, 
English and Russtan. He told me that 
he was married in Russia, near 
Ode@sa, when he was a boy and was 
divorced. I know that he was mar- 
ried in this country before I met 


him,” 

In 18% De Raylan martied in New 
York, and early in 1903 this woman 
obtained a divorce, alleging infidelity. 
She afterward maried Eugene Burt- 
chulis, the attorney who obtained her 
divorce. 

“Certainly De Raylan was a man,” 
she said. ‘He had all the weaknesses 
of man. He ran after women and 
could accumulate a jag about as fast 
as any man.” 

The evidence submitted at the di- 
vorce trial showed that De Raylan and 
a “small blond” were companiong on 
many carriage rides and late supper 
schedulcs.

AKING the opposite view of that 
T entertained by every other Jap- 

anese in San Francisco, 14-year- 
old Frank Kobayashi of 2472 Bush street 
promises to spring into international 
prominence by a letter he has addressed 
to President Roosevelt in defense of the 
segregation of Asiatics in the public 
schools. 

Although the Tresident has declared 
the segregation to be ‘‘a wicked ab- 
surdity,’’ Kobayashi says in his letter 
to the cxecutive doctrinaitre and maker 
of State epigrams that the Japanese 
who object to it and refuse to attend 
school are’ wasting their valuable time 
sitting !dle and talkine nonsense. 

A controversy between the Bov-San 
and the President might be a sureér 
means of solving the matter than dip- 
lomatic negotiation between Tokio and 
Washington. No one will attempt to 
deny that either is gifted with refresh- 
ing directness of expression. As a sort 
of parallel declaration to that of the 
President in his message that “it Is

That He Knows Whereof He Speaks, as He Has Obeyed 
Coast City’s Instructions. 


the Orlental school in this city and can- 
not be justly accused of 
opinions and convictions on conditions 
with which he !s not thoroughly famil- 
iar. 

Hlis letter, like the message of the 
President, needs no explanatory foot- 
{notes. Here it is in full: 

ORIENTAL PUBLIC SCHOOL, 
SAN FRANCISCO. 

Sir—As I think it is quite interesting, 
. would like to tell you my opinion about 
the Oriental public school which was built 
for the Oriental children here, 

I was a member of the Hamilton Gram- 
mar School until Oct. 15, but, complying 
with the order of the Board of Education 
I was transferred to this school, where i 
am now attending the eighth grade, skip- 
ping one whole year, and am going to 
the high school at the beginning of the 
next term. I am the only Japanese pupil 
who came to this echool and am enjoying 
my lessons very much. I have been edu- 
cated among merican children and aim 
unable to understand why other Japanese 
do not come here. It as good as any 
other public school in San Francisco. The 
teachers give the same Instruction under 
the rules of the Board of Education. 


Countrymen Are Mistaken. 


The Japanese seer dissatisfied with 
this school without knowing its worth. Of 
course, I] myself did not Know what kind 
of school it was, but after attending u 
few days I knew that this was th eR, 
school for Oriental children, especially for 
Japanese who did not understand very 
much English or are over the limit of 
the school. age. 

There are several reasons why I say this 
is the best school for them when I :think 
1 am the only Japanese in San Francisco 
who comes to the Oriental school. 

In the few months since I came here 
I have received 50 per cent more knowl- 
edge than I bad when I entered. I can 
declare this to the public. I am a pupil 
of the graduating class and have knowl- 
— enough fq Say this. 

am very thankful to Mra: Newhall and 
Miss Greer, principa] and teacher of 
the Oriental e¢hool, who have taught me 
so kindly and patinentlv. Yours 45 at if

commander. There, covering the tortu- 
ous channel through which vessels must 
pass to enter the harbor, are stationed 
30 modern breech-loading guns, grouped 
into the-11 batteries and hidden behind 
the green-clad hills of Staten Island. 

Near py are an electrical plant, a tor- 
pedo station and a powder magazine, 
the locations of which would be of great 
advantage to a foreign power in case of 
an attack on this harbor. Sentinels pace 
up and down among these works day 
and night. 

When one approaches the entrance to 
the fort a sentry blocks the path, and, 
throwing his gun across his chest, in- 
quires the business of the visitor. If the 
reply is that you want to ‘look 
around,’ the guard steps to one .=§side 
and allows you to enter. 

You can look at the row of officers’ 
houses and get as near the forts ag the 
flaestaff, or perhaps take a look over 
the parapet and watch the incoming 
steamships slowly making their way to 
Quarantine. Venture near a battery 
and you are stopped by a guard and in- 
formed that you are on forbidden 
ground. 

Only Citizens Enter Here. 

The only way to inspect the guns is to 
state your mission plainly to the soldier 
at the gate. You are then sent to the 
Commandant’s office, where Col. Craw- 
ford passes on your case. The first ques- 
tion asked is whether you are a citizen 
of this country. 

Answer that you are not and that ends 
vour chances. If you answer in the af- 
firmative you are given’a pass and a 
soldier is assigned to act as your guide. 
You are then allowed to get near the 
big guns and look them over. The gol- 
diers will answer no questions Ppegard- 
ing them, and to make a note, even on 
your cuff, ends your tour. 

“T have had no trouble in enforcing 
the regulation,’ said Col. Crawford. “I 
can nearly always tell whether a man 
{fs an American, but of course, I have 
to use my discretion in the giving of 
passes. The regulation states that the 
commanding officer may, in his discre- 
tion, allow any person who !s an Amer- 
ican citizen to see such part of an ar- 
tillery post as he thinks’ advisable. 
There was formerly in force a cast- 
iron rule against allowing anyone to 
inspect the guns, but last year that or- 
der was modified. I have had to refuse 
permission time and again, but there 
has been no trouble because it {ts un- 
derstood. even by foreigners, that the 
Government orders allow of no argu- 
ment.

to give $100 annually to help support 
the lodging house. 


“I collected money to carry i 
plan until I had $2009," he enlé.” “Then 
I figured that I had enough and I quit 
acepting money and I don’t think I'll 
need anv more.”’ 

Arehbishop Glennon, who was one of 
the gathering, said that {t was the first 
time that he had encountered a chari- 
table work in which those interested 
refused to accept more money. 

The Exiles’ Rest is a cheap lodging 
house. A man may obtain a night's 
lodging there for 10 cents or if he is 
more fastidious he may have a room to 
hiniself for a night for 20 cents. If he 
wishes to become a regular lodger he 
may rent a room for $1 a week. The 
building is steam heated. 


Ten Cents for a Bed. 


Ten cents at the Exiles’ Rest will pro- 
vide a neat iron bed with the assurance 
of clean sheets and the purchaser may 
take advantage of a porcelain bathtub 
with hot and cold water without extra 
charge. 

Beneath each bed is a plain pine lock- 
er sufficiently large to contain a lodger's 
belongings. A padlock on each locker 
Suarantees the safe keeping of the 
lodger’s property. The locker beneath 
the bed is a new device for cheap lodg- 
ing houses and is one of the innovations 
of Father Dempsey. 

The main room of the institution is 
about 100x80 feet. It was formerly a 
hall and the ceiling, 20 feet high, insures 
ample breathing space. In this maip 
room there are 65 of the small iron 
beds. Were it not for the colored cov- 
erlets, the room would wear the aspect 
Of a hospital ward. Eleven large win- 
dows light this room. 

Directly back of the main room are 
{two smaller rooms, each of which has 
three beds. A wide hallway leads from 
these rooms past another side room, 
lighted by three large windows, and con- 
taining 15 beds. 

The rooms for which 20 cents a night 
are charged and the bathroom are on 
the second floor, the office floor of the 
institution. The rooms are formed by 
wood partitions. These partitions out- 
side are neatly varnished. Inside the 
roe y the surface of the walls is unfin- 
shed.

NOTHER adulteration fraud has now 
been discovered. It has been found 
that manufacturers and dealers are 

now feeding peanuts made of gum and 
yellow clay to the people of St. Louis and 
the Southwest. In fact, the people of the 
whole country have been classed by the 
dealers with the Digger Indians and the 
mud-eaters of the Carolinas. 

People in this section of the country eat 
an énormous pile of candy every holiday 
season, and they nibble tons of it during the 
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rest of the year. The present discovery of | 


the deception practiced in peanuts and pea- 
nut candy, leads to the uncovering of some 
remarkable practices in substitution and 


adulteration.

N manufactured from kaolin and Oriental gums 

and glucose, but modern science has progressed 
so far that the peanuts and almonds in cheap can- 
die now on sale many St. Louls stores for the 
little ones to eat at Christmas have been made of 
common yellow clay and chemical flavoring extracts 

Veanuts of yellow clay are probably even more 
harmful than gumdrops made of mucilage, caramels 
of coal tar and paraffin and chocolate drops varnished 
with shellac. The goober is so cheap and so popular 
that the clay imitations used in candies have not 
heretofore been suspected. 

ven the little red “comfy” jacket worn by the 
peanut has been Imitated, The St. Louls public is now 
buying tons of “peanut candy’’ which has neither 
peanuts nor candy in it. 

The discovery that they were selling clay peanuts 
proved to be a greater shock to many reputable deal- 
ers In the Southwest than the “Jungle” revelations 
were to the Chicago packing houses. At first they 
laughed, and could not be convinced until they 
pinehed and shaved and split and tried to masticate 
“peanuts” extracted from “peanut candy.” The 
goober then became to them not the old product of 
the soll so long celebrated for honesty and humor, 
but a clay pellet confidence swindler. 


A 6t. s#uls groceryman looked up the wholesale 
price of sugar and found it about 4 cents a pound. 
eanuts were listed at about 3 cents per pound. Then 
he figured the cost of syrups and glucose and sugars 
And roasting the peanuts together.

This is the greatest vietory ever won by the 
Dairy and Food Commission of Pennsylvania. 
As a result, this particular kind of food pois- 
oning has been abolished in Pennsylvania at 
one stroke. It cost the Trust $1100 for the 


single item of moving its adulterated product 
out of Pennsylvania back to New York.

“When one buys candy at 10 cents a 
pound, one must recognize that he or she ig not 
getting sugar or nuts or fruit, but substitutes and 
imitations, unless the fruits and nuts be of the very 
eapest and poorest sort. 
‘For instance, glucose replaces sugar in most cheap 
candy. Instead of using the high-grade gums, such 
as gum arabic, the cheapest gums of Java and Bor- 
neo and other countries of the Orient are substituted. 
Starch fillers are largely used, as well as flour for the 
coatings of nut candies which are made with artificial

nut centers. 

“These artificial nuts are made of Chinese gum, 
biended with yellow clay or kaolin, which makes the 
gum thick enough to be molded in machines which 
shapes the Kernels like peanuts or almonds. These 
artificial peanuts and almonds have a very close re- 
semblance both In color and in flavor to the origina 
nuts. Aniline flavors and coloring matter are used. 
and it is hard to detect the substitute. when the nuts 
are coated with highly flavored sugar or glucose to 
disguise any false taste in the clay nuts.”’

“People who buy cheap candies at 10 and 15 cents 
per pound ought to know that they are getting some- 
thing other than sugar and chocolate. In the high- 
grade candies selling for # and 80 cents per pound, 
the manufacturer makes so much profit that does 
not need to resort to adulteration, and as a ruil 
candies are pure.”’ 

Attempts have been made to have the manufactur- 
ers of white lozenges change the mettoes_ printed in 
red letters on them. Such inscriptions as ‘‘Kiss me,” 
“f dare you,” “Do you love me?’ “Will you be mine?” 
“Yes,"’ “No,” “Sweetheart,” and others 
of candied sentiment are now aimost of universal 
use. The manufacturers have tried again and again 
to put good poetry on these lozenges, but the pur- 
chasers have always sent them back and demanded 
“moonlight love talk.’ Most of these lozenges g0 to 
country stores and to the suburban groceries and 
candy stores of the cities, 

“Among the preserved fruits abound the most ex- 
traordinary adulterations,”’ said the chemist. ““Thou- 
sands of tonseof jelly made of glucose and aniline 
dyes, flavored with artificial fruit flavors, are on the 
market. In the full sense, they can hardly be con- 
sidered poisonous.. Even to date, though @ pure food 
‘aw is to go into effect, we have these fruits and 
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jellies branded as pure goods, just as we have marsh- 
wwallowe adulterated with flour and starch. 

“Here's ‘something on the Square,’ however. A 
large tonnage of jelly is sold to the lumber camps of 
the north branded ‘80 per cent corn syrup, 20 per cent 
apple juice.’ These goods are adulterated and it is 
so stated on the containers. A vanilla extract is 
made by a certain house, and the bottles in which it 
is sold bear the inscription: ‘Eighty per cent vansi- 
line and 2 per cent gummine.’ This {is artificial 
vanilla extract.”’

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Coffee has been largely adulterated in this country 
variety of foreign seeds and beans. Green 
peas, chicory and cracker crumbs, even the Sweep- 
ings of the bakeries, are parched and browned and 
inoided to-represent the true coffee. There may be 
ions of such coffee in St. Louis now. 

Coloring coffee is more common now, however, than 
imitating the bean. Cheap coffees are given a rich 
brown color to leok like high-grade coffees. And 
sometimes as much as 6 per cent of the fine-looking 
cheap coffee is made of clay. 

“But,” said the chemist, “the external coloring 
of spices, and coffees, and teas, and nuts, and various 
other products sold in bulk, seems to be approved by 
the people. For instance, people go to stores and 
ask for ‘those nice red pecans,’ which have been col- 
ored with oxide of iron. Red is not the natural color. 
In the same way, the people encourage adulteration 
and all other food evils. They ask for the bright 
red tomato catsup instead of looking for the tomato 
catsup with the natural color of the tomato. The 
bright catsup they get has been colored with car-

RON workers are, the mod rr dare levils of

They work, not for @ few moments, two perform- 
ances a day, but continuously three to four hours 
hefore noon and as long in the afternoon. They 
earry no balancing:poles, and the audience in the 
streets below them do not applaud. These men are 
pald 62% cents an hour or more, an eight-hour day, 
with “time and a half” for overtime and double 
time on Sundays and holidays. 

The space below them, as they work, ts nothing 
to these men. They see only about six or seven 
feet about them and don't notice that there is no 
floor below them. Their eyes are on their work 
and on the beams they tread. They are sure- 
footed. They walk about in shoes that the average 
map could not walk a straight line In on the sur- 
face. The law requires that planks be gpread for 
safety, but the men are afraid of planks, prefer- 
ring to walk on steel, because, as they say, the 
steel is solid, and boards “break or fall.’
